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AsksAIINations 


to Try to Avert 
War in Congo

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 


-Liberia proposed today that the 
leaders of all political groups in 
the Congo meet with the U.N. 
Security Council and Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold in an 
effort to avert a threatened civil 
war.

Pn-fcnore, one of the two African 
members of the 11-nation council, 
laid before the council a sugges- 
tion made earlier in the week by 
Liberian President William Tub- 
man. He proposed that the peace 
parley be held either at 
U.N. 


headquarters, in the Congo or in 
a neighboring country 


Padmore spoke as his delega- 


tion continued working behind the 
scenes with representatives of the 
Urled Arab Republic and Ceylon, 
the other African and Asian mem- 
bers of the council, on a peace 
plan which they hoped might win 
the support of the Soviet Union 
and the United Slates. 


A flurry of diplomatic activity 


raised cautious hopes of averting 
a direct East-West clash in the 
African republic stemming from 
the slaying of Patrice Lumumba. 


'^.?. three African-Asian mem- 


bers of the ll-na-tion council—neu- 
tralist Ceylon, pro-Western Liberia 
and the left-leaning United Arab 
Republic—were expected to put 
forward today a compromise res- 
olution backed by 18 other coun- 
tries.

1. Urged U. N. troops in the 


Cocgo to use force if necessary 
lo^jTcvcnt civil war;

2. Demanded Belgian and other 


.non-U. N. foreign military person- 
nel, mercenaries and political ad- 
visers leave the Congo immedi- 
ately; 


3. Called on all countries to pre- 


vent such personnel from going 
there, and 


4. Called for an immediate and

mumba's death.

Asian plan were counting on a 
united front of the nations from 
their two continents to bring the 
big powers into line. Other dip- 
lomats feared the Soviet Union 
would remain adamant in its op- 
position to U. N. action and veto 
the resolution. 


From the Congo came a report 


that Congo President Joseph Ka- 
si^'.ibu's new premier, Joseph 
Ileo. has begun negotiating with 
rival political leaders to broaden 
his ncsv Lcopoldville government 
into a coalition. 


The 11-nation U.N. Conciliation 


Commission sent to the Congo by 
Secretary-General Dag Hammar- 
skjold before Lumumba's death 
also submitted recommendations 
echoing the Asian-African draft 
rcwlution,

thousand persons were killed in 
accidents in the 
United 
States 


last year, more than two-thirds 
of them in traffic crashes and 
in the home, the National Safety 
Cuuncil said today. 


The number killed was the high 


est total since 1957 but the deal 
rate was a record low, the counc 
said.

$13.4 billion. I 


covers both fatal and nonfatal ar 
cidenls, the council said In rt 
porting that more than nine mi 
lion persons were injured in ar 
cidcnls in inr.O. Tt said 1 of ever 
10 persons in the nation suffere 
a disabling injury last year. 


Although accidental deaths las 


year were 1 per cent higher tha 
the 92,080 in 1959, the death rat 
per 10,000 persons dropped to 51.7 
Compared to the previous recor 
low of 52.2 in 1959. The counci 
attributed the drop to a 2 pc 
cent increase in population.

Compromise 
Okayed on 
Road Bill 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The Son- 


ate Roads and Highways Commit- 
tee today recommended passage 
of bills which would effect a com- 
promise on allocation of highway 
revenues. 


The compromise was worked 


out by Gov. Orval E. Faubus in 
meetings with representatives of 
the Arkansas Highway Commis- 
sion, Arkansas County Judges As- 
sociation and Arkansas Municipal 
League. 


Bills sponsored by Sen. Robert 


Hays Williams of Russellville to 
effect terms of the settlement 
were introduced Wednesday. 


One bill would give an addition- 


al $750,000 a year in highway funds 
to cities. Another would provide 
that each county be allocated $100, 
000 — a total of $7.5 million — 
for work on secondary roads in 
the next two years. 


Previously, bills had been intro- 


duced to give cities an estimated 
$1.8 million more a year in high- 
way turnback and to give coun- 
ties $1.5 million a year for use on 
secondary roads. 


The committee also recommend- 


ed passage of a bill by Sen. 
Rudolph Bates of Mt. Ida to pro- 
hibit "auto graveyards" within 1,- 
000 feet of a highway.
